Baimy Airs Still. 


HE first general rain has fallen on the 

Pacific Coast, covering the whole 

stretch by the Western Sea from 
Alaska to Mexico. Only dwellers in Califor- 
nia know what this first precipitation means. 
It was a good generous rain everywhere, the 
first in many months. The effect of these 
first rains is to lay the summer dust and 
wash the air clean as the face of a baby 
fresh from the hands of a well-trained nurse, 
to start the seeds below the surface of the 
soil singing a song of new life, to set the 
grass sprouting green again, and to open 
the throat of every lark on the mesa and 
the plain in a morning hymn of thanksgiv- 
ing. And then after the rain has ceased, 
the clouds have blown by, and the skies be- 
some serene again, no such balmy air ever 
fills the lungs of any other people as those 
privileged to live in the Great Southwest 
and along the country by the Western Sea. 


Little Industries. 

ARDEN GROVE is a little community in 

Orange county on a plain of marvelously 
‘ich soil where sugar beets, chili peppers and 
celery growin an abandonment of luxvri- 
ousness. It is just the place for little in- 
dustries. With a five-acre patch of this 
rich soi] devoted to any of the crops men- 
tioned abov>, or used as a chicken ranch, 
a family c.n live in luxurious leisure and 
financial independence. There are more 
than 700 acres of chili peppers, and they sell 
for $18 a ton. The value of the crop of 
this year is estimated at $150,000. In Orange 
county there are 1400 acres of celery just 
coming on the market now. Some years the 
celery acreage amounts to 2000 acres, but 
the starting of sugar factories has stimu. 
lated the beet industry. Nevertheless, for 
the next four or five months celery will ¢o 
out from Orange county by the cariload, 
bringing a large revenue just after the beets, 
peppers, walnuts, grapes and other crops 
hae been marketed. The celery crop at 
the East has suffered grievously from dry 
weather, and the California growers are 
looking for unusually large returns. 


Millions in Oil. 

T APPEARS that the California petroleum 

industry is put vpon a solid basis by men 

of experience, great financiers, and men of 

proved business capacity. The Standard Of! 


_ Company of California is said to have more 


than $70,000,000 invested in its industry in 
the State, and now comes its rival, the Royal 
Dutch Oil Company and the Shell Trading 
and Transportation Company, known as the 
Dutch-Shell Combine, said to be fimanced by 
the Rothschilds, which is said to have 
$15,000,000 for the building of pipe lines and 
refineries. The third great factor is the 
General Petroleum Company, an English or- 
ganization which has secured the Union Oil 
Company of California’s vast interests. Thus 
the Rothschilds, the Dutch capitalists and 
those at London will compete with the great 
American oil concern known as the Standard 
Oil Company. It all brings millions to Call- 


fornia. 

California Rice Crop. 

ALIFORNIA competes in its soil products 

with the wide, wide world. The latest 
adventure of the State on a considerable 
scale is the growing of rice. 
ty, 3000 acres are being cultivated to this 
crop, the yield varying from 2000 to 2500 
pounds an acre, and the total crop of this 
year coming to about 15,000,000 pounds. The 
total Coast consumption is said to be 
55,000,000 pounds. The bottom lands along 
the Sacramento and the San Joaquin River 


are probably capable of producing enough 


rice to supply the Coast market. 


Vast Electric Power. 


OR several months past there have been 

appearing from time to time in this sec- 
tion of the IMustrated Weekly notices of 
progress being made by the Pacific Light and 
Power Corporation developing electric power 
at the Big Creek plant in the Sierras east of 
Fresno, The company is ready now to de- 
liver 80,000 horse power of electricity, which 
will flow along aluminum cables from the 
plant to the substation at Eagle Rock, just 
north of the city of Los Angeles. This dis- 
tributing station has cost $900,000, and for 
more than a. year the company has been 
spending $800,000 a month, the pay roll some

station is reported to be the largest thing 
of its kind in the world. The enterprise is 
said to have: cost $60,000,000, and there is a 
possibility of developing in the mountains 
400,000 horse power. We are at the begin- 
ning of the era of manufacturing develop- 
ment in and about Los Angeles, and there 
are possibilities of developing enough elec- 
tricity to turn all the wheels of industry of 
every kind likely to be set in motion here

A Big Dairy Sure. 


HE Lindsay Land Company control 6000 
acres of level iand in Tulare county. It 
is devoted to the growing of alfalfa, and the 
alfalfa is fed to milch cows. The plan of the 
company is to establish a dairy of 1000 cows. 
This will necessitate the installing of thirty 


pumping plants to produce irrigation water, 
and when the industry is developed the plan 
is to run a special train of refrigerator cars 
daily to Los Angeles to supply the inhabit- 
ants with fresh cream and milk. 


A One-Acre Ranch. 


T IS a dizzying tumble from the 6000-acre 

dairy ranch feeding 1000 cows, producing 
a trainload of milk a day, to a little one-acre 
patch near Huntington Beach, planted to just 
common farm crops. On this acre the owner 
has grown a crop of corn and a crop of pota- 
toes in alternate rows at the same time. Both 
crops are harvested and the results definitely 
known. The potato crop amounted to 16,000 
pounds net, including only those sent to 
market. They were sold for $2 a hundred 
pounds, giving a total return of $320. The 
corn on the cob weighed 11,203 pounds and 
sold for $150. The ears were unusually 
large, many of them measuring a foot, and 
the shucks were broad and tough. These

the dining table with chairs and white cloth 
and castors, so stupefying to Frances 
Parkman the traveler; the icehouse, which 
cooled many a stirrup cup, of nectar better 
than “Taos lightning” and to be drunk 
apart from the inquisitive throng; and the 
Bents—the stave Charles, the swarthy 
William, the quick George, perchance the 
stripling Robert—or the courtly St. Vrains, 
at the gateway, welcoming the approaching 
guest. 

"Twas indeed a lively place, this Ft. Wil- 
liam, dun and massive in the open on the 
slight slope of the river’s bank, where trails 
led north, south, east and west: “Rearing 
its towers over the uncultivated wastes of 
nature like an old baronial castle that has 
withstood the wars and desolations of cen- 
turies;° Indian women tripping around its 
battlements in their glittering moccasins 
and long deerskin wrappers; their children,

and out of the Indians whose tents stand 


jabout the fort, till the whole area is filled 
.|eix feet deep with their long hanging black 


locks, and dark, watchful, flashing eyes; 
and traders and clerks busy at their work; 
and the patrols walking the battlements 


with loaded muskets; and the guards in 
the bastions standing with burning matches 
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ficial business for ‘the day, and 
members 


by the carronades; and when the sun sets, 
the Indians retiring again to their camp 
outside, to talk over their newly-purchased 
blankets and beads, and to sing and drink 
and dance; and the night sentinel on the 
fort that treads his weary watch away.” 

For the garrison the situation might seem 
forlorn and monotonous. The rolling tree 
less plains in summer lay brown and 
parched, swept by the blasting winds in 
force undiminished as if coming across an 
ocean; and reflected from the whitewashed 
walls and the hard clay of the court the 
sun fairly blistered all flesh exposed. In 
the winter, with the snow and the bare 
patches, with the short grass that “scantily 
concealed the cold ground, and the white 
chalk cliffs, the leafless trees, and the chill 
air the fort mud walls were abom- 
inably cheerless.” 

But within were food, warmth when 
needed, shade when needed, always to- 
bacco and conversation with men of States 
culture. And usually there was meat— 
although on one occasion supplies did run 
so low that the two eagles must be re 
leased or be starved; whereupon one, en 
route to liberty, was ruthlessly shot by a 
Cheyenne for his feathers. And from the 
parapets were to be descried, to the south- 
west, the entrancing landmarks of the 
Spanish Peaks—the Wah-to-yah or Twin 
Breasts of the Indians, “apparently fifteen 
miles distant, in reality 120.” Behind them, 
the main range itself; while farther still, 
up beyond the site of a future Colorado 
Springs, 170 miles in airline, lifted again 
“like a cloud on the horizon” the famed 
James’s or Pike's Peak. 

The most celebrated characters—trap- 
pers, traders, soldiers and travelers—were 
guests of Bent’s Fort; and the post regu- 
larly employed from sixty to 100 men. 
Thus a motley garrison was that daily dis- 
played—-Americans, English, Germans, 
French, Canadians, Mexicans, half-breeds, 
including of course many women and chil- 
dren. For a number of years the cook was 
a negress named Charlotte. Her pumpkin 
pies and her flapjacks were famed from 
Taos to the Laramie; and moreover she 
proudly claimed that she was “de onlee lady 
in de whole Injun country!” Her compan- 
ion, at times, was Rosalie, “half-breed 
French and Indian squaw” and wife of Joe, 
the post carpenter. With her, Charlotte 
shared the honors at the boisterous trap- 
per-trader dances occasionally given to 
while away the evenings; and elated was 
the trapper wight who had one or the other 
for partner to the music of the post fiddle. 

The post was most advantageously situ- 
ated for both the Indian and the Mexican 
trade. The Cheyennes and Arapahoes an- 
nually held a winter camp in the Big Tim- 


two miles below; and in spring and fall 
they followed the buffalo back and forth 
across the Arkansas, with the post as mar- 
ket in view for the robes. And inasmuch 
as the post was upon the mountain route 
from the States to Santa Fe, it was a can- 
didate for the Mexican business. 

Bent’s Fort was built and owned by the 
St. Louis trading firm, equal in the South- 
west to the Chouteau enterprises of the 
Northwest, of Bent, St. Vrain & Co., whose 
brand was Quarter Circle B—)-B. _ 

Pure Yankees of Boston tea-party lineage 
were the Bents. The grandfather was that 
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Capt. Silas Bent who led in dumping over- 
board the British tea. His son, Silas Ii, 
having married a Virginia lady, was blessed 
with eleven children, who arrived, in_ re- 
markable regularity, at intervals of two 
years from 1799 to 1820. Silas II removed 
to St. Louis in 1806, thus treading closely 
upon the march of empire; here he was 
deputy surveyor of Upper Louisiana, and 
ihence he sent out upon the Santa Fe Trail 
the famous name of Bent. 

Of his sons, four became known to the 
plainsmen; four, Charles, the eldest, and 
William, George and Robert. Another son, 
the youngest, Silas III, entered the navy as 
idshipman, was upon the Perry expedi- 
on to Japan, and you can find his services 
recorded in the encyclopedia. 

William, short, exceeding dark, pock- 
marked and with the features almost of a 
mixed-blood, was resident in command at 
Ft. Will'am (christened vainly to do him 
honor,) but frequently was absent upon 
itrading excursions among the Cheyennes 
and Arapahoes. A thorough trader, inured 
to post life, he married a Cheyenne woman 
and was persona grata in that powerful 
tribe. Kit Carson, who met both Charles 
and William in an Indian fight in 1829, who 
was hunter for the post, 1834-1842, and who 
died only a year previous to the death of 
William, stated in 1865 that he would have 
more confidence in William Bent’s influ- 
ence among the plains Indians than in his 
own. 


William Bent—colonel by reason of his 
services as host and guide in the Mexican 
War—outlived his three other brothers, dy- 
ing on his ranch, near by the post ruins, in 
1869, aged 60. He left a young wife, half 
Blackfoot, who rounded out her career in 
Denver City. 


Of the four brothers, Charles is the most 
distinguished, and rose to statesmanship. 
He was early in the Santa Fe trade, where 
he earned a reputation as a skillful Indian 
fighter. He should have been in the army. 
His duties for Bent’s Fort seem to have 
been the care of caravan trains back and 
forth, transporting supplies and goods. His 
residence was Taos, where with his Mexi- 
can wife, a Jaramillo and sister of Kit Car- 
son’s second wife, he had made his home. 
In 1846, singled out by Gen. Kearney, he 
was appointed first Governor of the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico, just acquired by blood- 
less conquest. And at Taos visiting, from 
affairs at Santa Fe, the capital, in the early 
morning of January 19, 1847, before the 
eyes of his wife and children he was mur- 
dered, between the four walls of his house, 
by uprising Mexicans and Pueblos. His 
gray bloody scalp was “paraded through 
the streets of Taos.” The house still 
stands, with the marks of the arrows and 
hatcheta in the clay. 

Of George Tent, a third partner, we hear 
only infrequently, as he receives friend and 
stranger. He had a wife and home at Taos, 
but died at the post, October, 1847, aged 33. 
Of Robert, next younger, we hear less; he 
died at the post October, 1841, aged only 
25. The. bodies now rest at St. Louis. 

The life of the Bents at Ft. William was 
well nigh feudal. As chiefs they dressed 
“in moccasins thoroughly garnished with 
beads and porcupine quills; in trousers of 
deerskin, with long fringes of the same ex- 
tending along the outer seam from the 
ankle to the hip; in the splendid hunting 
shirt of the same material, with sleeves 
fringed on the elbow-seam from the wrist 
to the shoulder, and ornamented with fig- 
ures of porcupine quills of various colors, 
and leathern fringe around the lower edge 
of the body. And chiefs they were in the 
authority exercised in their wild and lonely 
fortress.” 

But what of the St. Vrains‘t The fron- 
tier of the fur-trade days made strange bed- 
fellows, and whereas the Bents were Yan- 
kees of Boston, in the St. Vrains flowed the 
blood noble: the blood of the French Flan- 
ders aristocracy, perhaps the proudest blood 
in Europe. The house was the house of 
Don Jacques Marcelin Ceran de Hault de 
Lassus de St. Vrain, of Spanish Lake, St. 
Louis county, Missouri; and Don Carlos de 
Hault de Lassus, uncle, was the last Span- 
ish Governor of Upper Louisiana. 

The St. Vrains in the Bent’s Fort trade 
were two, out of some ten children. Ceran, 
the elder, as early as 1824 took out of 
Franklin a caravan to Santa Fe, and thence 
onward he was a resident of old Taos, of 
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Y BELOVED brethren of the human 
race, greatest of God's creation and 
dominant over all the rest, you are 

only creatures after all, and far from being 


gods. The old Latin proverb says: “To 
err is human,” and certainly frem this 
standpoint nobody cah call your race in- 
human. 

Do not become impatient with your 
the Eagle, for he is friendly to you. He 
gards his functions as educational rather 
than amusing, and therefore scorns ‘to 
speak unto you smooth things, to prophesy 
deceits.” When he points out your short- 
comings it is solely in the hope that you 
will see them and benefit by the view pre- 
sented to your mind. 

The Eagle looks back to the oldest story 
chronicled in human books and told in hu- 
man traditions. It presents a beautiful pic- 
ture at first, but ends ina sad tragedy. 
The picture is a beautiful garden in which 
two persons of the human race live in in- 
nocent simplicity, visited every hour of the 
day by messengers from heaven, and where 
God Himself “walked in the garden in the 
cool of the day” and held converse with His 
creatures. 

The tragic ending of this story shows 
the entrance into this garden of a reptile 
vile of aspect and of known enmity to the 
human race. Yet they lend an ear to this 
monstrous visitor, whose message is that 
they should disobey the laws of life im- 
posed upon them by the Lord and Creator 
of life, and the promise made by this loath- 
some reptile was that they should “become 
as gods” and know everything, the evil as 
well as the good. The story tells us that 
their eyes were opened when they dis- 
obeyed the laws of life, but all they saw 
was their own degradation, and they made 
clothes to hide the nakedness of their noth- 


subject to many misleading errors. 

Now whatever the Eagle thinks about 
“the fall of man,” there is no doubt in his 
mind as to the rise of man. The Eagle 
thinks every generation is better than the 
one preceding it, that our day is the best 
day that has ever shown upon this good 
old earth of ours, and that tomorrow will be 
better than: today. The Eagle realizes the 
truth of that sublime saying of the Eagle 
English poet, that we are “the heirs of all 
the ages in the foremost ranks of time.” 
But the Eagle looks ahead as well as be- 
hind, and sees a long road up a hard, steep 
mountain before humanity shall reach per- 
fection and live in the white light of ever- 
lasting and unchanging truth such as the 
old legend quoted above says mankind lost 
when the first parents of the race ate “the 
forbidden fruit.” 

One of the worst shortcomings of the 
human race and one of its most misleading 
errors from the Eagle's point of view is ex- 
pressed by the word “prejudice.” The 
really great human being avails himself of 
all the facts in a given case obtainable, lis- 
tens to all the arguments on both sides of 
every question if they are presented in an 
intelligent and reasonable way, then goes 
off into a solitude as absolute as that “in 
the midst of the garden” of Paradise, and 
carefully analyzes the whole subject, and 
then makes up his mind which is the right 
path to take. Few men who do this thor- 
oughly ever go wrong, and any man who 
goes right in any other course of action 
does so by chance, and the Eagle thinks 
rarely. 

Prejudice is founded upon following the 
traditions of the past, closing the mind to 
the light of today, and taking hearsay evi- 
dence without careful study or analysis. 
This following of tradition rests largely 
upon two props, partisanship and hero- 


Do not misunderstand the Eagle. He be- 
lieves in partisanship in religion and in 
politics, and has little respect for the mar 
with the ego developed like a too-fat liver 
or too-big heart who thinks he knows it 
all and that there is nobody greater than 
himself. But his partisanship is neither 
hidebound nor blind, and his reverence for 


Hercules or Venus. 


America, of whom he is the proud emblem, 
are the most enlightened of all the peoples 
of all the ages. Yet he knows they are hu- 
man, frail still, and subject to error. They 
let prejudice lead oftentimes, instead of 
reason founded upon analysis, and their 
worship of great men often comes very near 
violating the first law of the Decalogue. 

Now this is all generalization, and the 
Eagle is persuaded that no lesson is well 
taught that is not specific. As he sits upon 
his granite tower and hears all the news of 
the day coming whispering in to the edl- 
torial rooms and the telegraph instruments 
‘of the great journal of civilization, he has 
been persuaded of late that prejudice is 
sitting in high places and that statesmen 
at the national capital were guilty of gross 
idolatry. 

There was once a semi-great American 
named Andrew Jackson, who has been 
made a partisan idol by a large minority of 
the American people. He reached the 
Presidency, not becausé he was a states- 
man, but because he was a successful gen- 
eral and had “licked” the British by mak- 
ing a fortress of old cotton bales that 
proved a stronger protection than a wall 
of adamant. In the days of Andrew Jack- 
son the commerce of the United States with 
foreign nations was very small, and there 
was organized by a little clique of early- 
day monopolists a bank bearing the name 
of the United States, which may or may 
not have been founded on wrong principles. 
Anyhow, the imperious Jackson smashed 
this bank, and from that day to this his 
party, many members of which are alleged 
to be still voting for their Democratic St. 
Andrew, have “conniption fits” every time 
a central bank is mentioned as a possibil- 
ity in the United States. ‘They fail to grasp 
the idea that the needs of the country to 
day call in thunder tones for a great cen- 
tral bank to finance our colossal foreign 
commerce and to provide for its further 
expansion. 

It need not follow closely along the lines 
of the bank Gen. Jackson smashed, but 
may be organized on absolutely safe prin- 
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HE fact of the matter is we are all be- 

coming too deucedly broad-minded. 

There is a positive obsession of broad- 
mindedness, and it is almost impossible to 
run across a nice old-fashioned narrow- 
minded person. 

There was a time when those of us who. 
could say gradiloquently, with a touch of 
patronage, that we were very broad-minded, 
don’t you know, enjoyed quite a little eclat 
of our own. But nowadays broad-minded 
people are as common as ladies, and any 
passably sane person who has recently ad- 
mitted half an inch or so of new idea into 
his cranium proceeds to boast of his broad- 
mindedness. 

In London, broad-mindedness runs ioose 
all over the place. The -suffragettes smile 
complacently and explain that of course 
they are very broad-minded and it is so dif- 
ficult to make silly, semi-intelligent peo 
ple, with appallingly narrow minds, under- 


stand their magnanimous breadth of view. 


Anti-suffragettes, on the other hand, assure 
one that they are broad-minded enough to 
acknowledge that man is the natural lord 
of creation and that these narrow-minded 
suffragettes of one idea are dragging wom- 
anhood through the mire. 

A clergyman of any religion who has 
once admitted that a rival sect hes an iota 
of justification shyly acknowledges himself 
a broad-minded man, and almost ai, 
lishman who is prepared to allow the rest 
of the world any sort of a footing at all, is 
a broad-minded fellow who never lets his 
patriotism warp his intellect, my dear sir. 


The Cult of the Broad Mind. 


. GREAT many people associate broad- 
mindedness exclusively with license. 
If one is not over-particular about his per- 
sonal conduct and morals; if, in fact, he 
has a distinct weakness for an occasional 
jag, why then he is a broad-minded chap 
who is only too willing to live and let live. 
You go your way and he will go his. And 
many a not-nice lady wallows in a positive 
orgy of broad-mindedness as a very simple 
method of justifying her own mode of liv- 
ing. 3 
The consolation of a broad mind is there- 
fore obvious. Broad minds are alarmingly 
on the increase. With a thoroughly broad 
mind one can justify any sort of conduct 
nowadays. Broad-minded  labor-unionists 
are more than justified in murdering nar- 
row-minded independent wage-earners. 
Broad-minded anti-suffragettes feel perfect 


ladies when they hiss and spit in the faces 


of narrow-minded propagandists. 

Dressmakers are very  broad-minded. 
They are gloriously indifferent as to 
whether it is slit skirts, crinolines or harem 
pantaloons, just so long as it isn’t anything 
for long. And they stand ready to heartily 
condemn any old-fashioned, narrow-minded 
client who is not prepared to accept their 
broad-minded styles.

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An Experience With Elephants in

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} Sighting insects and praying for the elephant 
to come closer. 

Presently he stopped, as though alarmed. 
It may have been that he heard us, or it 
may have been that he caught our acent 
|for while the elephant’s eyesight is poor, 
his smell and hearing are keen. In a sec- 
ond his gouty walk had changed to a healthy 
one; he whirled around in a manner that 
would have a German soldier green 
with envy and ran a hundred yards away 
to a mound covered with lush grasses and 
viewed his surroundings. He waited and 
waited until, half crazed by the insects, I 
prepared to try an impossible long-distance 
shot when I saw him descend and slowly 
approach. Now and then he would stop 
and fan himself, and then advance another 
few yards, stop and pull grass, which he 
scattered to the wind. Nearer and nearer 
he came. My rifle was getting fidgety and 
I prepared to shoot, but the natives begged 
me to wait—they never seemed to under- 
stand that a rifle is as effective at a hun- 
dred yards as at fifty. 

Just as he put his foot into the water to 
cross the stream I fired. He was so close 
that I was too confident, and the bullet went 
too far to the right to reach his brain. With 
a mighty trumpeting he made for the open 
space, charging blindly against an invisible 
foe. Then he quieted down and stood al- 
most still for something like ten minutes, 
when to our amazement he started down 
the trail again, feeling of his forehead with 
his trunk as though trying to wipe away a 
headache.

For nearly three hours we chased that big 
brute without getting a shot. 

disgusted and that I 
had failed to bring him down, the three of 
us sat down by the river. I was just filling 
my pipe and wondering what next would 
happen when one of the natives called my 
attention to a dark spot on an island not 
far away. Through my binoculars I per- 
ceived that there were four elephants, one 
big “tusker” and three females. They were 
in a clearing some two acres large, and I 
had an excellent view. I was debating the 
best mode of attack when suddenly direct- 
ily behind me I heard a mighty trumpeting. 


Simultaneously we heard the brancnes 
cracking and saw a small group of antelope 
break from cover. To say that I was fright- 
ened would be modestly telling the truth. I 
never heard such an ominous noise in my 
life before—and wheeling around I saw what 
I honestly believe to be the largest ele 
phant that ever came within my range of 
vision, and without exaggeration I have seen 
thousands. It seemed to me that he was 
charging down on us. The natives crawled 
into the grass like snakes and in my haste 
to shoot I whirled around and probab!y 
saved my life by falling into the river. If 
{ had fired and wounded him only, it would 
lave meant certain death, but by good for- 
tune be gave no heed to us, but plunged 
into th so close t me that the waves 
caused by the displacement of his body went 
over my head. 


The bank was rather steep, and I was 
chin-deep, fascinated in watching that angry 
monster splashing across the river. I then 
noticed that the big elephant on the island 
was rapidly approaching to answer the 
challenge of the invader, and forgetting the 
peril I was in—for crocodiles were thick 
as rats under a Port Said wharf—I awaited 
what I knew would be a terrible combat, and 
one that not a dozen white men (if that 
many) had ever seen—a fight between two 
bulls for the possession of females. 


Blast upon blast shook the air, as each of 
the jungle monsters trumpeted his defiance. 
The defender of the herd met his rival more 
than half way, and when they came to 
gether it was like the shock of colliding 
locomotives. In the meantime the natives 
had recovered themselves and were endeav- 
oring to fish me out of the river, but, while 
I was anxious to be out, I gave them slight 
assistance, for I would not turn my head 
for one moment from the furious struggle 
on the near island. Recovering my binoc- 
ulars, which fortunately had not fallen into 
the river, I viewed the fight as plainly as 
one might witness a prize fight less than 
twenty rows from the ring. I could see that 
while the invader had driven his opponent 
back, the smaller elephant had done ef.- 
fective work, for where his tusk—some four 
feet long—had struck, a gusher of blood was 
streaming forth. 


The infvrtated animals clinched with their 
mammoth trunks, which, like two monster 
snakes, writhed in a deadly embrace. Back 
and forth they struggled, and neither 
seemed to be gaining an advantage. For 
some ten minutes they toiled and swung to 
and fro, and then I could see that the 
trunks were slipping apart—perhaps lubri- 
cated by the flow of blood. 


To my utter amazement when they sep- 
arated both the elephants at the same time 
turned and ran as if fleeing from each 
other. When they were about thirty or 
forty yards apart they wheeled, as by a pre- 
concerted signal, and charged again. Head 
on head they mét with terrific force. The 
impact sent them both rearing into the air 
on their hind legs. I could plainly see that 


they were profusely bleeding from new 
wounds opened by the sharp tusks. Again 
and again they ran from each other and 
then charged. This was repeated five times. 
and the only sound was the crash they 
made, and the blowing of their breaths, like 
heavy bellows. 


After that they seemed to have called a 
truce, for they stopped some distance apart, 
apparently resting. I could see the dlood 
streaming from both of them from wounds 
three and four inches in diaméter. 

All of this time the females seemed to be 
perfectly indifferent to all that was going 
on. They remained apart continuing to 
browse while the mighty males fought for 
their possession. Now and then one looked 
up, but beyond that I could not see that 
they were interested. 


Less than five minutes after the two 
monsters had called a truce I saw the in 
vader—the larger one of the two—slowly 
and unsteadily walking away. He appeared 
to be thoroughly crushed. His head was 
down and his trunk was wobbling right and 
left. The blood was streaming from him on 
all sides. He plunged’ into the river and 
swimming slowly crossed at some distance 
below us and disappeared in the jungle. I 
had been so intent on watching the combat 
that I had forgotten that a half gallon or 
so of that blood was just what I wanted, 
and I let the defeated challenger escape 
without making an effort to get him. 


Again directing my attention to the vic- 
tor I heard him give a loud grunt, which 
brought the females to his side. They came 
very close, in fact, leaned against his sides 
as if to support him, and truly he needed 
it, for never have I seen a more battered 
animal than this one—covered with blood 
and bleeding from many wounds, trying to 
walk and swinging on first one foot and 
then another as though in great agony. The 
females stood by him, looking for all the 
world as though they were supporting him 
—and I belfeve they were. 


It seemed almost a crime for me to deter- 
mine to bring down so valiant a beast, but 
I knew that he wovld not live more than a 
few hours. I crossed the river, worked my 
way into position and fired. Instantly the 
females ran away, but that big beast stood 
motionless for almost sixty seconds and 
then fell.

ASHINGTON.—The manuscript di- 
vision of the Library of Congress 

has just put into shape and made 
accessible to the historical student some 
most interesting letters written by Jeffer- 
son Davis and his wife while the two were 
fleeing southward from Richmond at the 
close of the war. The letters were sent 
from one to the other in all sorts of ways, 
but in most cases by soldiers. The most of 
them were intercepted, and the collection 
finally came into the hands of Edwin M. 
Stanton, who was Secretary of War. Mr. 
Stanton kept the letters among his private 
papers, and it was only after his death that 
they came to the national library. I am 
told that they have never been published. 
These letters were written under condi-; 
tions of terrible excitement. The Confed- 
eracy was falling and the sword of death 
hung by a hair over President Davis and 
his administration. The letters were writ- 
ten without any idea that they would ever 
be published, and they give perhaps the 


“truest insight into the characters of Mr. 


Davis and Mrs. Davis and show the beau- 
tiful relations which they held to each 
other. I will let them speak for them- 
selves. 

The first letter is from President Davis 
just after he had sold out his household 
effects in Richmond at auction and had 
fled southward to Danville, Va. Mrs. Da- 
vis was with her children at Charlotte, 
N. C. The letter reads: 

“Danville, Va., April 5, 1865.—My Dear 
Wife: I have in vain sought to get into 
communication with Gen. Lee and have 
postponed writing in the hope that I would 
soon be able to speak to you with some 
confidence of the future. On last Sunday I 
was called out of church to receive a tele- 
gram announcing that Gen. Lee could not 
hold his position longer than till night, and 
warning me that we must leave Richmond, 
as the army would commence retiring that 
evening. I made the necessary arrange- 
ments at my office and went to our house 
to have the proper dispositions made there. 
Nothing had been done after you left and 
but little could be done in the few hours 
which remained before the train was to 
leave. 

“I packed the bust (probably of Mr. Da- 
vis) and gave it to John Davis, who of- 
fered to take it and put it where it should 
never be found by a Yankee. I also gave 
him charge of the painting of the ‘Heroes 
of the Valley’—both were removed after 


‘dark. The furniture of the house was left, 


and very little of the things I directed to 
be put up, including bedding and grocer- 
ies, were saved. Mrs. Omelia behaved just 
as you described her, but seemed anxious 
to serve and promised to take care of ev- 
erything, which may mean something. 
“The auctioneer returned account of 
sales $28,400. Could not dispose of the 
carriages. Mr. Grant was afraid to take 
the carriage to his house, etc., etc. I sent 
it to the depot to be put on a flat car. At 
the moment of starting it was said they 
could not take it in that train, but would 
bring it on the next train. It has not been 


3 heard from since. 


“IT sent a message to Mr. Grant that I 
had neglected to return the cow and wished 
him to send for her immediately. Called 
off on horseback to the depot, I left the 
servants to go doWn with the boxes, and 
they left Tippy. Watson came willingly. 
Spencer against my will. Robert, Alf, 
V. B. and Ives got drunk. 

“David Bradford went back from the 
depot to bring out the spoons and forks, 
which, I was told, had been left, and to 
come out with Gen. Breckenridge. Since 
then I have not heard from either of them. 

“I had short notice and was interrupted 
so often and so little aided that the results 
are very unsatisfactory.

“The people here have been very kind, 
and the Mayor and Council have offered as- 
sistance in the matter of quarters, and 
have very handsomely declared their un- 
abated confidence. I do not wish to leave 
Virginia, but cannot decide on my move- 
ments until those of the army are better 
developed. 

“I hope you are comfortable and trust 
soon to hear from you. Kiss my dear chil- 
dren. 

“I weary of this sad recital and have 
nothing pleasant to tell. May God have 
you in His holy keeping is the fervent 
prayer of your ever affectionate 

“HUSBAND. 

“J. D. Howell is here, though I have not 
seen him. He and Joe Nick came together 
as a guard to treasury specie.” 

The next letter refers to a letter from 


Mrs. Davis, which was probably lost. It is: 


“Danville, Va., April 6, 1865.—Dear Win- 
nie: Many thanks for your letter giving 
me an account of your situation at Char- 
lotte. In my letter of yesterday I gave you 
all of my prospects which can now be told, 
not having heard from Gen. Lee and hav- 
ing to conform my movements to the mili- 
tary necessities of the case. We are now 
fixing an executive office where the current 
business may be transacted here, and do 
not propose at this time definitely to fix 
upon a point for a seat of govt. in the future. 

“I am unwilling to leave Va. and do not 
know where within her borders the requisite 
houses for the departments and the Con- 
gress could be found. 

“I hope our dear children will be well 
when they have recovered from the effects 
of their journey. Enclosed please find two 
letters. As specimens of deep feeling and 
idle speaking they might stand for ex- 
tremes in their classes. 3 

“Love to Maggie, \ittle Maggie, Jeff, Billy, 
and little Winnie. Farewell, my love. 
May God bless, preserve and guide you. 

HUSBAND.” 

The pext letter is from Mrs. Davis. It 
was written at Charlotte, N. C., and it be- 
gins with the affectionate title by which 
Mrs. Davis frequently addressed her hus- 
band: 

“April 7, 1865.—My Own Dear Old Banny: 
Since my arriva) here I have been so busy 
as to have only the evening to write in, and 
then but one room where the children most 
did congregate, so I have written you but 
one disjointed letter. 

“The news of Richmond came upon me 
like the ‘abomination of desolation,’ the 
loss of Selma like the ‘blackness thereof.’ 
Since your telegram upon your arrival at 
Denville we have nothing except the wild- 
est rumors, all, however, discouraging.

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grant it may be soon. The gentlemen I 
have seen here (the officers of the post) 
are exceedingly kind, and have offered me 
every civility in their power. 

“The surgeon-general was also very kind 
in his offers of service. Col. Johnston with 
his wife called to see me. Mrs. Joe John- 
ston is here living with the cashier of the 
bank and family, and keeps a very pretty 
fancy carriage and horse. I have not seen 
her, but I hear she is going out of town be- 
fore long to some watering place or other. 
Mrs. Semmes went off yesterday for the 
South. I did not see her. The Wigfallis 
are staying, I believe, wit! Mrs. Johnston, 
also. They arrived yesteraay. 

“I heard a funny account of Wigfall’s in- 
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which I am asking myself always. 
to me of your troubles freely for mercy’s 
sake. Do not attempt to put a good face 
upon them to the friend of your heart. 

“Since I left Richmond no such heart- 
felt welcome has been extended to me as 
the one I received here—they will hear of 
no change of place for the present, and 
urge me with tears in their eyes to share 
with them the little they can offer. Peo- 
ple call promptly and seem to feel warmly. 
Mr. Burt really seems to feel tenderly 
to us, pets the children and does every 
kind thing in his power to me. Mrs. Burt 
is more than affectionate. 

“Jeffy D. was taken quite ill on the cars, 
and is here sick at Mr. Trenholm’s, who 
lives just across the street. He is better, 
but not well. He and Joe both had very 
badly swollen throats with high fever. Joe 
was nearly well and went on with the train 
which left“here yesterday evening, having 
arrived in the night. I hear it has been 
stopped nine miles from here by a rumored 
raid below here. I do not know how true 
this is. I shall wait your further direc- 
tions here. Do write every day and make 
the staff send the notes (I do not expect 
more) by officers coming this way—I am 
so unhappy and anxious. 

“The children are well and very happy, 
play all day. Billy and Jim fast friends 
as ever. Little Winnie the sweetest little 
angelic thing in the world—she rode along 
in the wagon as we bumped over the hor- 
rible roads, making nose at everything— 
the children seemed to improve under it. 

“Mr. Clay passed through here today, 
but did not stop long enough to see me. I 
felt quite disappointed, because he was 80 
very kind to me at Chester and Charlotte; 
he sent me word he would see me at 
Washington in a few days. .... 

“Margaret sends you her best love, little 
Pollie sends hers, and the boys—your little 
pet would I know feel for you if she hoped 
to find you. . | 

“May God in His mercy keep you safe 
and raise up defenders for our bleeding 
country prays your devoted -wife.” 

“24th —My Own Dear Old Banny: The 
dreadful news, with its dreadful confirma- 
tién, has rendered us very wretched. I 
long for one word from you. I will come 
to you for a day or two if this truce is 
really so—i.e., if you cannot come to me. 
The children are all well. Jeff has gotten 
well, 

“May God in His mercy have you in His 
holy keeping prays your devoted wife. 

“P.S.—How comes it that my dear Joe 
did not go to you as soon as paroled? Ev- 
erything is mystery.” 

The next letter of Jefferson Davis is a 
very long one. It deals not only with the 
military situation, but also with the hope 
which Mr. Davis had of escaping to Europe. 
Parts of it are full of pathos, and, as will 
be seen by the letter from Mrs. Davis 
which follows, it was one of the few let- 
ters which was received, the others hav- 


‘ing been intercepted on their way. 


This letter reads: | 

“Charlotte, N. C., 23rd of April, 1865.— 
My Dear Winnie: I have been detained 
here longer than was expected when the 
last telegram was sent you. I am uncer- 
tain where you are and deeply feel the ne 
cessity of being with you, even for a brief 
time, under our altered circum- 
stances. ... 

“Your own feelings will convey to you 
an idea of my solicitude for you and our 
family, and I will not distress. you by de 
scribing it. 

“The dispersion of Lee's army and the 
surrender of the remnant which remained 
with him destroyed the hopes I entertained 
when we parted. Had that army held to- 
gether I am now confident we could have 
successfully executed the plan which I 
sketched to you and would have been to 
day on the high road to independence. 
Even after that disaster if the men who 
‘straggied’—say, thirty or forty thousand 
in number—had come back with their 
arms and with a disposition to fight we 
might have repaired the damage; but all 
was sadly the reverse of that. They threw 
away their arms and were uncontrollably 
resolved to go home. The small guards 
along the road have sometimes been un- 
able to prevent the pillage of trains and 
depots. Panic has seized the country. J. 
E. Johnston and Beauregard were hopeless 
as to recruiting their forces from the dis 
persed men of Lee’s army, and equally so 
as to their ability to check Sherman with 
the forces they had. Their only idea was 
to retreat. Of the power to do so they 
were doubtful, and subsequent desertions 
from their troops have materially dimin- 
ished their strength and, I learn, still more 
weakened their confidence. The lass of 
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arms has been so great that, should the 
spirit of the people rise to the occasion, 
it would not be at this time possible 
adequately to supply them with the weap 
ons of war. 

“Gen. Johnston had several interviews 
with Sherman and agreed on a suspension 
of hostilities, and the reference of terms 
of pacification. They are secret and may 
be rejected by the Yankee government. To 
us, they are hard enough, though freed 
from wanton humiliation and expressly rec- 
ognizing the State governments, and the 
rights of person and property, as secured 
by the Constitution of the United States 
and the several States. ... 

“The issue is one which it is very pain- 
ful for me to meet. On one hand is the 
long night of oppression which will follow 
the return of our people to the ‘Union.’ On 
the other, the suffering of the women and 
children, and carnage among the few brave 
patriots who would still oppose the in- 
vader, and who, unless the people would 
rise en masse to sustain them, would strug- 
I think my judg- 
ment is undisturbed by any pride of opin- 
ion or of opinion. 

“I have prayed to our Heavenly Father 
to give me wisdom and fortitude equal to 
the demands of the position in which Provi- 
dence has placed me. I have sacrificed so 
much for the cause of the Confederacy that 
I can measure my ability to make any fur- 
ther sacrifices required, and am assured 
there is but one to which I am not equal— 
my wife and my children. How are they to 
be saved from degradation or want is now 
my care. 

“During the suspension of hostilities, you 
may have the best opportunity to go to 
Mississippi, and thence either to sail from 
Mobile for a foreign port or to cross the 
river and proceed to Texas, as the one or 
the other may be more practicable. The 
little sterling (money) you have will be a 
very scanty store, and under other circum- 
stances would not be counted, but if our 
land can be sold, that will secure you from 
absolute want. For myself, it may be that 
our enemy will prefer to banish me. Or it 
may be that a devoted band of cavalry will 
cling to me, and that I can force my way 
across the Mississippi, and if nothing can 
be done there which it will be proper to 
do, then I can go to Mexico, and have the 
world from which to choose a location. 

“Dear wife, this is not the fate to which 
I invited when the future was rose-colored 
to us both, but I know you will bear it even 
better than myself, and that, of us two, I 
alone will ever look back reproachfully on 
my past career. I have thus entered on 
the questions involved in the future to 
guard ‘against contingencies. My stay will 
not be prolonged a day beyond the pros- 
pect of useful labor here, and there is ev- 
ery reason to suppose that I will be with 
you a few days after Mr. Harrison arrives. 
Mrs. Omelia behaved very strangely about 
putting the things you directed. Robert 
says she would not permit to pack; that 
she even took groceries out of the mess 
chest when he had put a small quantity 
there. 

“Little Maggie’s saddle was concealed 
and I learned after we left Richmond was 
not with the saddle and bridles which I 
directed to be all put together. At the 
same time I was informed that your sad- 
die had been sent to the saddler’s and left 
there. Everybody seemed afraid of con- 
nection with our property, and your car- 
riage was sent to the depot to be brought 
with me. A plea was made that it could 
not go on the cars of that train, but 
should follow on the next. Specific charge 
and promise was given, but the carriage 
was left. 

“The notice to leave was given Bunday, 
but few hours were allowed, and my pub- 
lic duties compelled me to rely on others. 


Count on nothing as saved which you val- |- 


ued except the bust, and that had to be left 
behind. 

“Mrs. Omelia said she was charged in 
the event of our having to leave, to place 
the valuables with the sisters, and that she 
would distribute everything. I told her to 
sell what she could, and, after feeling dis- 
trust, asked Mrs. Grant to observe her, and 
after that beame convinced that she, too, 
probably under the influence of her hus- 
band, was afraid to be known as having 
close relations with us. 

“Kiss Maggie and the children many 
times for me. The only yearning heart 
in the final hour was poor old Sam, wish- 
ing for “pie cake,” and thus I left our late 
home, no bad preparation for a search for 
another. 

“Dear children, I can say nothing to 


them, but for you and them my heart is 


full, my prayers constant and my hopes 
are the trust I feel in the mercy of God. 
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“Farewell, my dear, there may be bet- 
ter things in store for us than are now in 
view, but my love is all I have to offer, and 
that. has the value of a _ thing long pos- 
sessed and sure not to be lost. 

“Once more, and with God’s favor, for a 
short time only, farewell, 

“YOUR HUSBAND.” 

The letter of Mrs. Davis in reply to the 
above gives another affecting picture of the 
loving relations which always obtained be- 
tween her and her husband. 

“Abbeville, 8. C., April 28, 1865.—My 
Dear Old Husband: Your very sweet let- 
ter reached me safely by Mr. Harrison and 
was a great relief. I leave here in the 
morning at 6 o’clock for the wagon train 
going to Georgia. Washington will be the 
first point I shall unload at. From there 
we shall probably go on to Atlanta or 
thereabouts, and wait a little until we hear 
something of you. Let me beseech you not 
to calculate upon seeing me unless I hap- 
pen to cross your shortest path toward 
your bourne, be that what it may. 

“It is surely not the fate to which you 


‘invited me in brighter days. But you must 


remember that you did not invite me to a 
great hero’s home, but to that of a plain 
farmer. I have shared all your triumphs, 
been the only beneficiary of them, now I 
am but claiming the privilege for the first 
time of being all to you now these pleas- 
ures have past for me. 

“My plans are these, subject. to your ap- — 
proval. I think I shall be able to procure 
funds enough to enable me to put the two 
eldest.to school. I shall go to Florida if 
possible, and from thence go over to Ber- 
muda, or Nassau, from thence to England, 
unless a good schoo! offers elsewhere, and 
put them to the best school I can find, and 
then with the two youngest join you in 
Texas—and that is the prospect which 
bears me up, to be once more with you— 
once more to suffer with you if need be— 
but God loves those who obey Him, and I 
know there is a future for you. This peo- 
ple are a craven set, they cannot bear the . 
tug of war. 


“Here they are all your friends and have 
the most unbounded confidence in you. 
Mr. Bart and his wife have urged me to 
live with them—offered to take the chances 
of the Yankees with us—begged to have 
little Maggie—done everything in fact that 
relatives could do. I shall never forget all 
their generous devotion to you. 

“I have seen a great many men who have 
gone through—not one has talked fight. A 
stand cannot be made in this country! Do 
not be induced to try it. As to the trans- 
Mississippi, 1 doubt if at first things will | 
be straight, but the spirit is there, and the 
daily accretions will be great when the de- 
luded of this side are crushed out between 
the upper and nether millstones. But you 
have now tried the ‘strict construction’ 
fallacy. If we.are to require a Constitu- 
tion, it must be much stretched during our 
hours of outside pressure if it covers us 
at all. | 

“Il have a very painful thumb. A run- 
around has caused it to ache violently, so 
I must close. Maggie says in the antici- 
pation of her journey she was forced to go 
to bed. She sends ‘a thousand loves,’ and 
says Pie C. is sweet as can be. She is 
really now too playful to suck. Billy and 
Jeff are very well. Limber is thriving, but 
bad. 


“Be careful how you go to Augusta. I 
get rumors that Brown is going to seize all 
government property, and the people are 
averse, and mean to resist with pistols. 
They are a set of wretches together, and I 
wish you were safe out of their land. God 
bless you, keep you. I have wrestled with 
God for you. I believe He will restore us 
to happiness. Devotedly,

“Kindest regards to Robert and thanks 
for faithful conduct. Love to Johnson and 
John Wood. Maggie sends you her best 
love.” 

The last three letters are without date 
and without place. They were written by 
Mrs. Davis when she was fiying still fur- 
ther south, and before the time she and 
her husband came together, for the short 
time before Davis was captured. I give 
only extracts from them. , 

The first was sent to Mr. Davis at Abbe- 
ville, and it states that Mrs. Davis hopes 
to get to. Pensacola and take a ship from 
there. It says: “We are short of funds 
and I do not see why these trains of spe- 
cle should be given up to the Yankees.” 
It speaks of the children, saying that they 
are well, “although little Fi was vaccinated 
on the roadside on account of a report of 
smallpox in the vicinity.” 

The second letter, written at twenty

It was a strange predicament 
in which she found herself. She was sure 
that never before had a girl been placed in 
so embarrassing a position.

That did not daunt young Astor. He 
trained assiduously in the hope of becom- 
ing stroke of the freshman’s crew. When 
he failed to make it, he was much de 
With all his indulgence to his son in 
other ways Col. Astor went almost to ex- 
tremes in teaching the boy the value of 
money. There were scores and scores of 
students at Harvard whose allowances were 
double, if not treble, that of young Astor. 
He had to live plainly and economically. 
He had no automobiles and only a limited | 


credit at the bank. Col. Astor did not 
mean to have his son become a snob or a 
prig. 

From modest studentship at Harvard 
young Astor was translated suddenly to the 
headship of one of the greatest estates in 
the world by the Titanic disaster. In a day 
he was changed from a lad who had to keep 
strict watch on his expenditures in order to 
keep within his allowance to the recipient 
of an income of 
Ciphers in big fortunes have been used so 
much in print that they have lost their full 
significance. To say that Vincent Astor, 
the day his father was drowned, came into 
a fortune that yields more to him each year 
than all the Presidents of the United States 
have received in all the years since George 
Washington took the oath of office may be 
more striking. In other words, he gets in 
one year more than the Presidents of the 
United States have received in 126 years, 
and the Astor fortune is growing faster to- 
day than at any time in the last quarter of 
a century. 

With all the adulation and attention the 
possessor of immense wealth is subjected 
to, it takes a clear-minded person to keep 
a balance. No one has accused Vincent 
Astor of being brilliant, but he is thor- 
oughly competent to do his own thinking. 
He is far more amiable and democratic 
than was his father. When he left college 
just after his father’s death and came un- 
der scrutiny as the head of the house of 
Astor he appeared shy, reticent and slow. 
There has been a change in the last year. 
He probably was staggered by the tragedy, 
stunned a bit by the suddenness with which 
he was dragged into a place of prominence 
and doubtful of what he should or could do. 
He is not shy or reticent today. Neither 
is he loquacious. He is reasonably sure of 
himself, however. He has mixed with men 
—men of strength and character—a good 
deal and has broadened gradually. 

He goes to business every week day and 
is as punctual in getting to his desk in the 
office of the Astor Estate as is any of his 
clerks. His desk is the same his father 
used. Near by are the offices of James 
Roosevelt and Nicholas Biddle, two of the 
Astor Estate trustees. 


There is a lot for Vincent Astor to learn 
about the real estate business before he 
will be competent to stand alone as direc- 
tor of his own affairs. There are more 
than 2000 parcels of realty in the Astor 
estate—all of these parcels being in New 
York. There are great hotels, great office 
structures, big apartment-houses, flats, tene- 
ments and stretches of vacant land in the 
lot, and besides there are many invest- 
ments in various corporations. In the ho 
tels, office buildings, apartment-houses and 
such owned by Mr. Astor probably from 
50,000 to 75,000 persons have rooms. As a 
landlord, he heads the list in America. 

Apparently young Mr. Astor considers he 
has duties aside from making himself com- 
petent to manage the Astor estate. He 
thinks along straight lines and forms his 
own ideas. Then he acts according to his 
best judgment. Most of his associates are 
men much older than himself. One of the 
men he earnestly admires and to whom he 
has gone for advice at various times is 
Theodore Roosevelt. He looks like a stu- 
dent, but is more of a student of men than 
of books. He stoops a little and is by no 
means robust. The impression a person 
gets upon meeting him is of a quiet, mod- 
est, serious-minded young man. When he 
shakes hands there is warmth in his grasp. 
When he talks td a caller he looks the visi- 
tor in the eye. As to the matrimonial diffi- 
cultjes of his father he may have had his 
own ideas, but if he did he kept them to 
himself. He is devoted to his mother, but 
he also is friendly to the second Mrs. Astor. 

If Vincent Astor has done nothing more, 
he has set a good example to first voters. 
He was one of the early birds in register- 
ing. So far as is known he was the first of 
his family to march in a_ political parade. 
Most of the very rich men, young or old, 
take the privilege or responsibility of suf- 
frage lightly. He does not. More than the 
mere act of registering or voting is the 
fact that he has worked in the cause he 
thought was the right one. No one can but 
respect a conscientious man.

fhis father held in the various transporta- 
ti.* systems he controlled. Young Harri- 
man displays more of the ardent spirit of 
youth than does Vincent Astor. He is not 
cast in so serious a mould and has not had 
to assume such important duties as his 
friend. It is four years since E. H. Harri- 
man died. The Harriman fortune was left 
to the widow. Averell Harriman’s ambi- 
tion is to be a- railroad man and financier 
as was his father. At Harvard, where he 
has been a student, he has been one of the 
popular men of his class. He has many of 
the characteristics of his father. He is 
keen, alert, and has a lot of nervous energy. 

At Arden, N. Y., where E. H. Harriman 
had his country home on a mountain top, 
the two Harriman boys, Averell and Roland, 
lived most of the time out of doors. Their 
father had two acres. blasted out of the 
mountain rock and grass sown'‘on the 
Cleared space to make a playground for 
them. He had a camp for them, too, at 
Cranberry Lake, where they could hunt and 
fish. He wanted to harden their muscles 
and strengthen their limbs and have them 
healthy and sturdy when they took up the 
cares of business.

Wherever he had rail- 
roads he had political connections. So far 
as is known, however, EB. H. Harriman did 
not march in parades to show his political 
feelings. He let others do that while he 
pulled the strings. The son’s method will 
appeal to many persons as the better.

One of 
the things in which E. H. Harriman took 
deep interest was the preservation of the 
Palisades of the Hudson.

Probably the most forceful of all the 
young multimillionaires is William Ziegler, 
who, when he reached the age of 21, within

foster-father, the baking-powder king. 
Young Ziegler is square-jawed, sharp-eyed 
and quick of speech. He has supreme con- 
fidence in himself. The Ziegler estate was 
in the hands of trustees. So soon as he 
reached his majority the young man took 
steps to get full possession of all the prop- 
erty. He is a stickler for his rights. He 
has an office in Fifth avenue and looks after 
his business himself.

He and the government dick- 
ered for some years; until, incensed by the 
delay, as grim notice that he was awearied 
he in 1852 mined the walls with gunpowder 
and ruthlessly blew them to fragments— 
doing as he pleased with his private prop- 


In 1853 Lieut. Beckwith, conducting the 
Pacific Railway survey up the river, noted 
that the adobe walls were standing “in part 
only, with here and there a tower and chim- 
ney.” In 1880 the place was only “a rude 
and wild corral, deserted and decaying.” 
Today, on the ranch of A. E. Reynolds, be- 
low the town of Las Animas, the outlines 
of the old post can just be traced—the 
corners, the thirty-foot gateway on the east, 
the fifteen-foot gateway on the west. And 
the Bents are dead and the St. Vrains are 
dead, and tourists travel in parlor cars over 
the trail; so let the old fort sleep. :

T IS high time spring-flowering lilies were 

in the soil, whether so-called “Easter 
Lilies” or other and better sorts, for the 
name and fame of the Bermuda lily, through 
its use at Easter has allowed. it to eclipse, 
in extent of use, many species and variety 
superior in every way for California gardea 
use. Some of the better sorts are: L. 
auratum, candidum, longiflorum, speciosum, 
and tigrinum, also several varieties of these 
species. The second one in the list, L. can- 
didum, almost runs wild in local gardens, 
rapidly increasing by bulblets even under 
neglect. This is something no other lily will 
do, not excepting species native to Southern 
California. The Humboldt lily, found in 
canyons all about Los Angeles, will not en- 
dure one-tenth part of the harsh treatment 
under which the St. Joseph lily will thrive. 
All lilies should have a very deep, well- 
drained, loamy soil, in a half-shaded posi- 
tion. Any manure added to soil should be 
most thoroughly decomposed and as thor- 
oughly incorporated with the entire depth 
of prepared soil bed. A bed of lilies should 
never be allowed to become dry, yet water 
in it must not stagnate—drainage should be 
of the best. Bribs should be placed six 
inches deep in the soil and it is a good plan 
to drop a handful of sand in the hole before 
placing the bulb and another one on top of 
bulb before filling in the soil. This guards 
against decay in case of too much water 
from any cause, for we might have weeks 
of rain quite steadily after planting and de- 
caying leaf mold or other organic matter 
touching the bulbs might induce decay be- 
fore soil warmth would stimulate active 
growth.

Local Landscape Planning.

[This second article on “Improving the 
Laying Quality of the Flock,” coming from 
a different contributor than the author of 
last week's article, gives a new viewpoint 
on the subject. Mr. McGrew indorses the 
opinions of Mr. Wolsieffer, and on some 
matters goes into more detail. On the sub- 
ject of trap nests, proper breeding and se- 
lection as affecting egg yield, they wholly 
agree, for these are fundamentals. The 
principles which are advocated for a large 
poultry farm apply with equal force to the 
smaller farm, and if followed should pro- 
duce proportionately good results. ,

EARS ago only a few hens were kept. 
They drifted about from barnyard to 

pig pen, picking up their daily 

best they could, and slept usually 
rafters near the roof, either of the wagon 
shed or of other outbuildings. In those 
days potatoes sold for 15 cents a 
and eggs for as little as 4 cents per 
Since that time poultry and eggs have 
come one of the largest agricultural 
ucts of the world, and the best thoughts of 
poultry experts have been turned toward 
making each hen lay at least double the 
number of eggs than did her ancestor 
twenty years ago. The thought that now 
occupies the poultry raiser’s mind is how 
to increase the yearly egg yield of hens 
kept in large fiocks. This has been 


pense connected with the caring for hens 
in large flocks than for the same number 
in smail flocks. ) 

Research has shown that the greatest in- 


egg yield comes from the mother hen. This 
same influence, it is claimed, is best. dis- 
tributed through her own best sons. To 
accomplish this result certain rules must 
be followed; these include the proper se 
lection of the breeders, the proper feeding 
of both the breeders and the young and 
the proper care of the flocks of hens. 


Good Layers for Breeders. 


Hens that laid well during their first or 
pullet year, and that continue to lay well 
during their second year of laying, should 
be selected to improve the laying qualities 
of future offspring. A hen with a record 
during her pullet year of three, four or five 
eggs in as many successive days, resting 
for a day, then laying continuously again 
for the same number of days, is apt to be a 
producer of pullets that will lay well and 
her sons are apt to perpetuate the good 
quality. This will be more certain to fol- 
low when the mother hen is mated to the 


son of a heavy layer. 

Drones, or poor laying hens, will be 
found in every flock. If such hens lay at 
cl, they will lay during the spring months 
or during the hatching seasov. To avoid 
the cost of feeding and the use of their 
eggs for hatching, the trap nest is used. 
To facilitate its use the very best of all 
the pullets should be _ selected for size, 


shape and color, and they should be kept/ 


apart from the rest of the flocks and trap- 
nested for egg production. The best lay- 
ers of all the pullets so selected should be 
mated the following year with males of 
their own variety that are sons of the best 
layers of the flock. 

Each year the eggs laid by one or two of 
the best laying hens should be selected. 
Phese eggs should be hatched under hens 
and be reared out in the open by the h 
that hatched them. The best of all 
cockerels so reared should be used 
lowing season for breeders. Thus 
year should the best pullets ha 
the best selected hens be chosen for 
shape and color, including health 
vigor: these pullets to be trap-nested 
eze production, and the best of them 
selected to be used during their 
and third years as breeders.

necessitate having 100 well-selected hens 
for breeders and hatching an average of 
twenty-four chicks from each hen. Two 
flocks of 100 each of yearling and two- 
year-old hens, so selected and mated, will 
produce, if properly managed, 2000 or 2500 
pullets, all of which should lay well dur- 
ing their pvilet year. 


Sell Cockerels to Market. 


About one-half of all the chicks reared 
will be cockerels. The greater part of all 
the cockerels should be sold to market as 
broilers, when from eight to twelve weeks 
old, and only the best of them kept for 
mating with the breeding hens and with 
the large flocks as well. Asa result of this 
most careful selection the fowls will be of 
the proper type for the breed. The pullets 
will have inherited the ability to lay well, 
and when they are transferred to the breed- 
ing pens, if they are again selected both 
for health and vigor,and for their record as 
layers, they are almost certain to reproduce 
better than themselves. Such hens should 


be mated with cockerels, these to be sons 


of a hen that has true breed ‘type—that laid 
many each month during her first 


year of laying, both mother and sons pos- 
sessing unusual vigor. 

The proper feeding of fowls, both young 
and old, demands that fully one-half of all 
the digestible matter fed to them shall be 
flesh-forming food, and that they be fed but 
a small quantity of starchy matter. Too 
much corn, for instance, develops fat in 
the body, in the internal organs, in and 
about the ovaries and kidneys. Such feed- 
ing induces fatty-amyloid disease, which is 
very detrimental to egg production. Such 
a condition will be produced in any fowl, 
young or old, that is fed upon a non-nitro- 
genous diet; that is, a diet that contains a 
superabundance of fat, sugar, starch and 
but little nitrogen or protein. 


Feed to Be Considered. 


To have the best results or the lergest 
number of eggs from large flocks of hens 
demands not only that they shall be bred 
as suggested, but that they shall be fed on 
a diet best suited to their surroundings. 
When they are confined in yards or houses, 
they must have a very limited amount of 
corn, a reasonable amount of wheat and 
oats and plenty of wheat bran. The bran 


This is one of the most beautiful of all 
our known varieties of poultry and, as such, 
it is bred and maintained for its ornamen- 
tal qualities. 

It was first found in the Netherlands, 
where it had attained a wide reputation as 
the Dutch Everyday Layer, and it became 
so famous that many specimens were ex- 
ported to England and other countries. 
The English have made much of this breed, 
developing and breeding it to fixed charac- 
teristics and coloration, and have come to 
regard it as one of their own breeds. At 
first the fowl was widely bred as an egg 
producer, and probably ‘regarded as the 
best in this line, until superseded by the 
more hardy Leghorns. 

Many fanciers have endeavored to propa- 
gate the breed in America, but our climate 
seems unsuited to its health, and they have 
failed to rear them in large numbers. 
There are many American and Canadian 
fanciers who continue to breed and ex- 
hibit the Silver-Penciled Hamburg, and it 
is popular for use as an ornamental fowl 
on large estates. 

As a utility fowl, however, the Silver- 
Penciled Hamburg is not a success. The 
hens are undoubtedly the best known lay-

A continued stretch of 
damp, rainy weather will cause great loss 
of chicks. When they can be kept dry and 
more or less protected, the chicks can be 
raised very successfully, and will prove a 
source of much satisfaction and profit to 
the owner, because this variety commands 
good prices. Silver-Penciled Hamburgs 
make good fowls for a home flock. Being 
extra good layers, a large supply of eggs 
for the table is assured, and if the fowls 
are well bred considerable pleasure may 
be obtained from the exhibiting of them 
in the poultry shows.

For several years I have experimented, 
off and on, with different styles of feed 
boxes, or troughs, and the one here shown 
has proven the most satisfactory of any 
for either wet or dry feed. The fowls do 
not get into it, neither can they waste any 
of the feed. A trough like this six feet 
long will accommodate from twelve to fif- 
teen hens. Note the two nail holes by 
which it may be hung up against the board 
fence or the shed wall and about six inches 
above ground so the hens can just conven- 
fently reach inside, but will prevent trash 
or dirt being thrown into the trough when 
they scratch or dust themselves. I always 
keep it about one-third full of bran, 
chopped alfalfa or clover clippings, and a 
little of each of the following: Shell, 
ground bone, and meat scraps. Then each 
day I add about one quart of commercial 
“scratch” feed. Besides this, I have a 
scratching pen in which I scatter a couple 
of handfuls of whole wheat, so as to make 
them exercise and work for their living. 
Their drinking fountain is a large white 
china bowl into which water drips con- 
stantly, but slowly, from a “leaky” faucet— 
thus the hens are always assured of fresh 
water and clean, wholesome food, and sel- 
dom is there a sick one in the flock—not 
more than one in a year’s time. 

‘The trough is made as follows: Take 
two three-quarter-inch boards, each five 
inches wide by ten inches long, and re- 
duced to four inches in width, for half of 
its length, and found off the balance like a 
big letter J. These two boards are for the 
ends as shown herewith. One piece of 
galvanized sheet iron two feet wide and six 
feet long is also needed. Have the shop 
where you purchase it to crimp the two 
long edges back flat so as to make the 
edges smooth, and then roll one of the long 
edges like a joint of stovepipe except that 
the edge should lack six inches of meet- 
ing, thus making a rounded trough. Now 
there is left to do is to fit and nail the

Collective Hallucinations. 


W HILE it requires a medium of much 


practice and powerful concentration 

to produce apparent or so-called ma- 
terialization, such a demonstration is not 
to be compared with the feats of the East 
India fakers who possess the power of pro- 
ducing hallucinations in the minds of oth- 
ers simply by forming pictures in their own 
_ minds, which they mentally impress upon 
the minds of the spectators. 

This collective hallucination is thus made 
upon the minds of hundreds or even thou- 
sands at the same time, all of whom would 
be willing to swear that they really saw 
the mango tree grow; saw the girl step into 
the bamboo basket, and then heard her 
shriek as she was pierced through and 
through with the magician’s sword; saw 
her blood trickle from the sword as it was 
withdrawn; saw the lid raised and the bas- 
ket empty. Then again they saw a rope 
thrown high into the air, saw a-boy climb 
the rope, saw the magician follow, saw the 
boy come down in sections—head, arms, 
legs, trunk; then saw the magician, knife 
in teeth, descend; then saw the dismem- 
bered portions of the boy gather them- 
selves together, run toward the magician 
(the faker,) and then disappear. 

I say “saw them.” Did they see them? 
Yes, they “saw” them just as surely, just 
as really as you ever saw a materialized 
spirit. There can be no doubt that these 
‘wonderful performances are illusions. A 
friend of mine who has traveled the world 


ver with his camera, and whose stereop- 
ticon views are known in every city of note 


in this country, has several times wit- 
nessed these performances, and as often 
tried to photograph what he thought he 
saw, but the plate revealed nothing but 
the magician, the musicians, and the place 
where the hallucinations took place. 
These fakers simply have the power of 
making you see things that do not exist. 
The mango tree, which thousands thought 
they saw, was perfectly rigid, not a leaf 
stirring in the breeze and, though the sun 
shone brightly, the tree cast no shadow. 
How could it, as there was no substance? 

In October, 1904, Frederic J. Haskin, 
writing for the Los Angelcs Times, after 
witnessing the exhibitions of these fakers, 
wrote: “The first principle underlying 
the whole business is that of a strong will, 
and the first necessary condition of produc- 
ing a magical effect is an increase in the 
power of thought. These Hindus, owing to 
that intense love for solitary meditation 
which has been one of their most profound 
characteristics from time immemorial, have 
acquired mental faculties of which we af 
the western and younger civilization are 
totally ignorant. The Hindu has attained 
a pastmaster’s degree in speculative phi- 
fosophy. He has for years retired for med- 
itation to the silent places in his land, lived 
a hermit, subdued his body and developed 
his mind, thus winning control over other 
minds.” 


These phenomena, therefore, may be ac- 


counted for upon the theory of telepathic 
suggestion. This is the key that unlocks 
the secret cabinets of this science, and 
robs it of its further mysteries. A man 
who can hypnotize, so to speak, any part 
of his own anatomy, cause his heart to stop 
visible pulsation, his external surface to 
grow cold, his eye to become fixed and his 
breath to depart, has, indeed, a wonderful 
power, and is endowed with a full comple- 
ment of concentrative ability. 


Two Noted Mediums Considered. 


ANY years ago the Psychical Research 

Society chose Mrs. Leonora E. Piper as 
the medium possessing the highest possible 
credentials in proof of her absolute hon- 
esty, integrity and purity. She has been 
absolutely under their control during a long 
series of years. The investigators, also, 
are conceded to be gentlemen of ability, 
learning and uncompromising integrity. 
The strictest surveillance has characterized 
every movement of this society, but not- 
withstanding all this, and that in every 
test there was an entire absence of the 
slightest element of fraud, they alone seem 
_ to be groping, while Mrs. Piper, after years

this moment thou mightest take 


of honest and conscientious endeavor to 
aid in unraveling the mystery that sur- 
rounds “the shadow world,” has come out 
into the light; has realized that whatever 
information she was able to give, came not 
from discarnate spirit, but was, instead, 
the result of an inherent faculty possessed 
by her and developed to an unusual degree. 
In consequence of this awakening, she 
readily passed from the less desirable role 
of “medium” to the more desirable one of 
“psychic.” She fully realized that the 


_ knowledge of every transaction was lying 


dormant in the subjective mind ef some of 
the investigators, but of which they may 
have had no objective consciousness. 
Again I say, I see no necessity to ascribe 
to the spirits of the dead the knowledge 
which is in the subjective mind of the liv- 
ing. Dr. Hudson’s infallible key—*“telep- 
athy by three”—will unlock the mystery 
of all of those cases wherein the objective 
mind may never have possessed the knowl- 
edge, or wherein the objective memory may 
have been at fault. 

In the case of Busapia Palladino, we have 
an altogether different report. This igno 
rant peasant woman of Naples, after hav- 
ing mystified all Europe, came to this coun- 
try for the same purpose. She was prob 
ably the most gigantic fraud—spiritistically 
speaking—that ever landed in New York. 
All of her spiritistic efforts were nipped in 
the bud soon after her arrival. She was 
brought to this country to undergo scien- 
tific investigations of the same seances 
given abroad. 

Whether it was due to the closer scru- 
tiny, if possible, of the committee, or to the 
environment in a_ strange land, or to the 
fact that she was caught in her trickery— 
be that as it may—she failed to make 
good. Those persons, like the late Caesar 
Lombroso and other believers, naturally at- 
tributed each phenomenon to some extra- 
neous force, while the non believers in spir- 
itism did not hesitate to acknowledge such 
of the phenomena as were genuine, but 
were not willing to admit the alleged cause. 

Hereward Carrington, member of the 
Council of the American Society for Scien- 
tific Research, and also of the English So- 
ciety for Psychical Research, considered 
one of the most expert investigators in 
America, has this to say of her many pri- 
vate seances for which he arranged both 
here and abroad: 

“The majority of investigators oppose a 
spiritistic interpretation of the facts and 
rather incline to the belief that we deal, in 
Eusapia’s case, with the operation of 
an unknown but intelligent force di- 
rected, perhaps, by the subconscious- 
ness of the medium which has _ the 
capacity, at times, of externalizing it- 
self, as it were, and creating images 
and phantoms outstanding and real at 
the time, but nevertheless, reflected im- 
ages (such as those we see in a looking- 
glass) which disintegrate and vanish at the 
conclusion of the seance, just as the living 
image seen in the glass vanishes when the 
mirror itself is shattered. 

“These phenomena indicate the exist- 
ence of a force or forces unrecognized by 
physical science as it exists today. There 
is no a priori objection to the existence of 
‘a force, since the nature of the vital action 
within the human body is but little under- 
stood; and it is only necessary to conceive 
that this vital or nervous energy might 
extend at times beyond the periphery of 
the body (whereas, nominally, it is termi- 
nated at the surface) in order to account 
for any of the phenomena observed.” |. 

On the morning of April 10, 1910, the 
Los Angeles Times contained the follow- 
ing telltale headlines “by direct wire from 
New York”: “The bubble bursts. Medium 
is branded faker by scientists. Eusapia 
Palladino fooled the world nineteen years, 
but is exposed. Savants of Europe duped 
by old tricks of an Italian woman hailed by 
learned bodies as most wonderful spirit- 
ualist. American college professors se- 
crete spies and discover how the public was 
hood winked.” 7 

Then followed an extended and exhaust- 
ive article in which the full details of the 
expose were given. 

Here ts a marked contrast, not only in 
the personaZes themselves—Mrs. Piper and 
Mme. Palladino—but in the nature of their 
work. In the former, the investigators 
very wisely determined to ignore all physi- 


cal phenomena and confine their attention 
to a medium, through whom, according to 
the spiritistic hypothesis, spirits can estab- 
lish their identity by direct conversation 
with the sitter.

A Good Little Book. 


RENEWAL OF THE BODY.” Annie 
Militz. Cloth, 168 pages, $1. The Elisabeth 
Towne Co., Holyoke, Mass. 


HERE is very much, indeed, in this lit- 

tle book to commend it; nothing to con- 
demn it. One might be misied by the title 
in thinking it a treatise on physical educa- 
tion through physical exercises; however, 
the title is well chosen as representative 
of the subject matter of the book. It is in 
fact a “new thoughter”’—of the sensible, 
not senseless, order. Instead of focusing 
the thought upon the physical develop 
ment, as such, the authoress would help her 
readers to lay hold upon the principle of all 
life which lies back of the physical. 

“The key to bodily renewal,” says Mrs. 
Militz, “is the power of mind exercised 
through the will and understanding. Truth 
believed and applied delivers the body from 
the ills to which flesh is heir. By thought, 
the body was built; by,thought (of the right 
kind) it can be rebuilt.” This is the mes- 
sage that “The Renewal of the Body” 
brings to its readers. A few excerpts will 
strengthen this assertion. 

“Every individual who is progressive con- 
fers a benefit upon his race by preserving 
his body as many years as he can, strong 
and healthy, with senses intact, retaining 
all the vigor of maturity, and all the resili- 
ence of youth. Youth is the time of hap 
piness. Heaven, being eternal happiness, 
must be a state of perpetual youth. Old 
age has no place in the divine mind, and 
they that live the spiritual life are always 
young in heart. But the young in heart 
should also be young in body.” 

I most heartily indorse the truth ex- 
pressed in the foregoing and in the follow- 
ing words: “There is a _ positiveness 
within us that will make our cells immune 
to false suggestions and poisonous germs.” 
If those who are fll could but grasp that 
thought intelligently what a wonderful 
change would take place in their lives. It 
was Edison who said: “Every cell thinks.” 
Not only Edison, but every true suggestion- 
ist, works upon that principle. When I can 
get a pupil to believe this, not because I 
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say so, but because it is so and he or she

I have always endeavored to impress all 
who come under my instruction with the 
idea that every cell has life, that all life has 
intelligence, and the billions of cells in the 
human body are under the direct supervi- 
sion of the central intelligence (the sub- 
jective mind) like a great army of men 
under the direction of the commandant. 
You can, each of you, give your orders to 
your subjective mind, and when given 
in faith, believing—without a shadow of a 
doubt—get results. But remember, it is 
not enough to hope, not enough to desire, 
but you must EXPECT that for which you 
hope and desire. This, I. think, is in full 
accord with the teachings of “The Renewal 
of the Body.”

HE author, the late Dr. Latson, was well 

and favorably known as the very effi- 
cient editor of the Health Culture Maga- 
zine. His own “mental supremacy” was 
more apparent in his living than in his un- 
timely taking off. However, during his life- 
time he demonstrated that supremacy in 
many of his writings and his convincing 
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clean. They should be cared for morning 
and night, and after each meal. When bro- 
ken or decayed, or yellowed by pyorrhea 
they should not be neglected for a day, but 
should receive immediate denta! attention. 
The nostrils should be purified with an oc- 
casional spraying by a mild antiseptic, and 
the throat should be gargled each day with 
warm water, in a cup of which a half tea- 
spoonful of bicarbonate of soda and one- 
half of salt have been dissolved. Then the 
mouth may be rinsed with the mild disinfec- 
tant solution. I am _ strongly in favor of 
the drinking of at least a cupful of hot water 
the first thing in the morning, and one the 
last thing at night. The forty varieties of 
bacteria are in the mouth for some benefi- 
cent purpose, be sure. Let us remember 
that all bacteria are not harmful and de- 
structive. Nature does not make such hid- 
eous mistakes. Those ranting bacteria are 
a protection against destructive impurities 
that would otherwise enter the system 
through the mouth.” 


Connect Coal With Cancer. 


(New York Tribune: ] 


The conclusion 


reached by Charles E. Green of Edinburgh, 


that there is a distinct relationship between 
the occurrence of cancer and the kind of 
fuel used for domestic purposes, was ac- 
cepted as decisive by Sir William Bennett, 
the eminent surgeon, in his presidentia! ad- 
dress the other day at the meeting of the 
Coal Smoke Abatement Society. 

Sir William said investigation had shown 
that the incidence of cancer was limited to 
those areas where coal was the staple fuel, 
while it was almost non-existent where or- 
dinary peat alone was used. The only ex- 
ception yet discovered to this rule, he de- 
clared, was in districts where the peat was 
a hard, black substance, which kled like 
coal, and was quite unlike the smoldering 
ordinary peat. Sir William Bennett, in con- 
clusion, spoke strongly in favor of gas as a 
substitute for coal. 


Serious Effects of Nervous Shock. 


The serious effects upon the nerves of a 
sudden shock was illustrated during the 
Civil War when Private William C. Goodell, 
Co. A, Sixth Vermont Regiment, was ren- 
dered permanently deaf and dumb as the 
result of a shell exploding a few feet be- 
hind him. The fragments tore off his knap- 
sack and the clothing from the upper part 
of his body, but produced no visible wound. 
The shock was very severe, and was fol- 
lowed immediately by total loss of power 
and consciousness, which, however, lasted 
but a short time. Upon their return he 
found himself unable either to hear or 
speak, Examinations at the hospital dis- 
covered no internal lesion of the head or 
spine, and he had no paralysis anywhere of 


‘ordinary motion or sensation. He could 


move his tongue perfectly, but he could not 
speak, and he was totally insensible to all 
sound. He complained of some uneasiness 
in his head which was hot and his face 
flushed. His pulse was active, but not very 
full; respiration very little if at all dis- 
turbed; no vomiting, bowels regular. His 
case was regarded as one of probable con- 
gestion of the brain at or about the point 
from which the proper nerves of speech 
and hearing arise, or ai the deep origin of 
those nerves. The treatment employed was 
depletory and revulsive. Blood was taken 
by cups from the nucha and behind the ears, 
and active purgation was kept up by calo 
mel and other cathartics. Cold applica- 
tions were mdde to the head, and blisters 
applied to the nucha, but no improvenent 
was observable. Communication was kept 
up with him by means of a slate. He finally 
recovered sufficiently to occupy himself 
with some trifling mechanical work. He 
was discharged and pensioned, and when 
heard from thirteen years after was still 
deaf and dumb, but an angular curvature 
of the spine had developed, and to the 
right, on a line with the spine of the scap- 
ula, between it and the vertebral column, 
was a large circumscribed tumefied swell- 
ing, tender and painful on pressure, but 
without heat or redness. He had also suf- 
fered a partial loss of sensation of both 
hands and feet. 


The Season of Colds. 
[Chicago Journal:] The season of 


coughs and colds. of pneumonia and bron- 
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chitis, is approaching—nay, is almost here. 
And why? Because there is some peculiar 
unhealthfulness in “fall air?” No. Fall 
air is the only air available at this time of 
year. Because of the drop in temperature? 
That should make for health rather than 
disease. Because of some mysterious force 
which science has been unable to discover? 
Not at all. There is an increase in pulmo- 
nary troubles at this season simply because 
there is an increase in the use of bad air. 
As soon as the mercury quits trying to out- 
climb the price of beef some people begin 
to shut doors and nail down windows. 
They wall out fresh air, because it is cool 
air. In houses, street cars and offices they 
breathe the same atmosphere over and over 
again. Naturally, any disease germs that 
happen to be around get well disturbed by 
this process. Naturally also, such germs 
find easy lodgment on tissues devitalized 
by being deprived of oxygen. The annual 
crop of throat and lung troubles is the re- 
sult. Insist on fresh air, even at the cost 
of a little discomfort, and you will go far 
toward safeguarding yourself from the 
coughs and colds of autumn. 


How Much We Eat. 


{Answers:] Whether we eat to live or 
live to eat, there is no getting away from 
the fact that each one of us consumes an 
enormous quantity of food. 

Have you any idea how much? If not, 
the following figures probably will startle 
you. A‘cientist with a love for statistics 
has inveatigated the whole question; and, 
according’to this authority, the average old 
gentieman, during the process of attain- 


-ing his three score years and ten, disposes 


of something like fifty-four tons of solid 
food and fifty-three tons of liquid. 

He will have eaten 12,000 eggs, 400 
of cheese, about four tons of fish and, could 
it have been all baked at once, a loaf of 
bread equal in size to an ordinary family 
hotel. | 

But think of the vegetables devoured! 
Our scientist says a train three miles long 
would be required to bring a life’s supply 
to the average man; though in this same 
train it might also be possible to carry his 
500,000 cigarettes, his half ton of tobacco, 
his 10,000 pounds of sugar and his 1500 
pounds of salt. 


Bodily Exercise Not injurious. 


{Cleveland Plain Dealer:] After an ex- 
amination by X-rays and otherwise of the 
hearts of 250 athletes and 300 students Dr. 
Bender of Budapest would discard the term 
“sport heart” as used on the continent for 
cardiac dilation in athletes. 

His examinations were confined chiefly 
to defining the outlines of the heart. He 
found that of those persons who had been 
taking part in athletic sports and active 
bodily exercise for a year or two the ma- 
jority manifested some dilation of the heart, 
which, however, did not at all interfere 
with their health. He was inclined te re 
gard such dilation as a semi-physiological 
condition with those who are habituated to 
athletic sports and exercises. His conclu- 
sion is that such exercises, even when de- 
cidedly energetic, are not injurious because 
the vascular system and the cardiac action 
gradually adapt themselves to the slight 
dilation. 

Neither does arterio-sclerosis occur in a 
greater percentage in athletes than among 
other persons. Of course the conclusions 
apply to normal and healthy subjects and 
not to those who are addicted to any ex- 
cesses or overindulgence in alcohol or to- 
bacco, 7 


Curability of Pellagra. 


{New Orleans Times Democrat:] The 
almost worldwide study of pellagra thus 
far has produced no very definite results if 
we may judge from the summaries thereof 
presented before a conference of southern 
physicians at Spartanburg, 8. C., early in 
September. The Thompson-McFadden 
Commission, organized two years ago for 
special study of the disease, reports that 
“no specific cause has been recognized” 
and that “its means of communication are 
at present unknown. It is,” the commis- 
sion adds, “in all probability a specific in- 
fectious disease.” 
One theory of causation, very widely ac- 
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cepted a few years ago, seems to be pretty 
thoroughly exploded. “The supposition 
that the ingestion of good or spoiled maize 
is the essential cause of pellagra is not 
supported by our study,” 
declares. Dr. Sambon 


view. “In Europe,” he 
was found where no one e 
The London scientist leans stfongly to the 
theory of insect transmission and suspects 
the buffalo gnat of being the guilty carrier. 
The Thompson-McFadden Commission re- 
ports, on the contrary, that it has been 
able to find no evidence incriminating the 
buffalo gnat, and indicts the stable fly as 
the “most probable carrier” if the disease 
is “distributed by a biood-sucking insect.” 

The exoneration of corn food product: is 
much more definite and positive, it wil be 
seen, than the implication of the buffalo 
gnat or the stable fly. Dr. Sambon sus- 
pects the gnat because cases of pellagra 
are found in the countries of eastern Eu- 
rope where that insect “swarms at certain 
seasons of the year.” He considers the 
corn or cornmeal theory of infection abso- 
lutely disproved. The American Commis- 
sion does not go quite so far in its own 
findings, but laymen will be apt to consider 
the testimony of Dr. Sambon—that “pel- 
lagra was found where no one ever ate 
maize”’—as conclusive. 

Dr. Lavinder of the Federal Public 
Health Service confirmed the theory, al- 
ready generally accepted, we believe, that 
pellagra in its early stages is curable. “If 
you remove a pellagrin in the early stages 
from the endemic locality of the disease,” 
he asserted, “put him in better surround- 
ings and give him plenty of good nourish- 
ing food, regardless of treatment he will 
get well and stay well.” The curability of 
pellagra in its early stages seems to be es- 
tablished by medical experience. The 
search for its cause and means of transmis- 
sion is now being carried forward by scien- 
tists in many lands, and the remarkable 
successes scored by scientific research. dur- 
ing the past few years encourage the hope 
that the mysteries of pellagra may be elu- 
cidated in the near future. 


Fruits and Health. 


[Tit-Bits:] A well-known food special- 
ist says, in speaking of the peculiarities of 
various foods, that: 

Blanched almonds give the higher nerve 
or brain muscle food; no heat or waste. 

Walnuts give nerve or brain food, 
muscle, heat and waste. 

Green water grapes are blood-purifying 
(but of little food value;) reject pips and 
skins. 

Black grapes are feeding and blood- 
purifying, but too rich for those who suffer 
from the liver. 

Tomatoes are good as nerve or brain 
food; no heat. They are thinning and 
stimulating. Do not swallow the skins. | 

Juicy fruits give more or less higher 
nerve or brain and some few muscle food 
and waste; no heat. 

Apples supply the higher nerve and 
muscle food, but do not give stay. 

Oranges are refreshing and feeding, but 
are not good if the liver is out of order. 

Green figs are excellent food. Dried figs 
contain nerve and muscle food, heat and 
waste, but are bad for the liver. 

All stone fruits are considered to be in- 
jurious for those who suffer from the liver, 
and should be used cautiously. 

Prunes afford the highest nerve or brain 
food, supply heat and waste, but are not 
muscle-feeding.
